HISTORICAL. 

This  institution,  for  the  higher  and  Christian  education  of  women 
and  girls,  claims,  justly,  to  be  the  oldest  in  the  West;  with  prescribed 
curriculum  for  graduation;  independent  instructors  for  each  de¬ 
partment;  buildings  especially  prepared  and  equipped  for  educa¬ 
tional  work . 

The  Seminary  was  projected  and  founded  by  Benjamin  Godfrey 
early  in  1S35  ;  was  opened  to  students  and  regular  classes  were  organ¬ 
ized  April  nth,  1838.  Buildings  and  lands  were  committed,  by 
Deed  of  Trust  from  Founder ,  into  hands  of  a  Board  of  Trustees, 
who  are  self-perpetuating,  February,  1840.  The  Institution  was  incor¬ 
porated,  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  February,  1841,  and 
the  same  year  the  f  rst  class  was  graduated. 

Rev.  Theron  Baldwin  was  counselor  of  the  Founder  and 
Principal  of  the  Seminary  from  1S35  to  1843.  Philena  Fobes  was 
teacher  from  183S  to  1843,  and  held  the  Principalship  from  1843  to 
1866.  The  present  Principal,  Harriet  N.  Haskell,  was  appointed 
in  1868. 

The  original  building  of  stone,  no  by  44  feet,  four  stories  includ¬ 
ing  basement,  was  completed  and  furnished  in  1S38.  A  fifth 
story  was  added  in  1854,  also  a  south  wing,  45  by  70  feet,  con¬ 
nected  to  main  building  by  an  octagon  tower.  The  semi-cen-

tennial  anniversary  was  celebrated  June,  iSSS.  The  fifty-first 
year  commenced  in  September,  of  the  same  year,  with  unusual 
encouragement,  and  the  second  half-century  promised  improvement 
and  enlargement. 

November  4th,  at  midnight,  came  the  alarm  of  fire.  The  house¬ 
hold  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  inmates  were  saved  without  the 
least  harm,  but  the  buildings  and  all  equipments  and  furnishings 
were  a  total  loss.  The  accumulations  of  fifty  years  were  valued  at 
$300,000. 

The  students  hastened  to  their  homes.  The  Board  of  Trustees  at 
once  erected  a  temporary  building  (wooden)  on  the  campus — heated 
by  steam,  lighted  by  gas,  and  in  sixty  days  called  the  students  to 
return.  Eighty-nine  of  the  one  hundred  and  nine  responded.  The 
“Temporary”  proved  a  success,  and  served  the  purpose  till  June  10th, 
1S90. 


THE  NEW  MONTICELLO. 

The  Corner-Stone  was  laid  by  the  Senior  Class  (“Constantia”)  of 
1889,  June  nth. 

The  Chapel ,  School  and  Home  were  dedicated  by  the  Senior  Class 
(“Victoria”)  of  1890,  June  10th. 

The  entire  building  is  constructed  of  Corydon,  Bedford  and  Alton 
stone,  and  is  finished  inside  with  oak,  maple  and  Georgia  hard  pine. 
The  plan  and  arrangement  is  the  result  of  fifty  }'ears’  experience  ; 
and  for  comfort,  quiet,  sanitary  and  educational  purposes,  is  unsur¬ 
passed.  The  construction  is  slow  combustion  ;  all  rooms  where  there 
is  actual  fire,  are  made  fire-proof.  Brick  walls  on  corridors  and  at 
intervals  across  the  building,  extend  to  roof.  Chimneys  are  lined 
with  fire-clay  flues.  Fire  plugs  connecting  with  water  tank  are  placed 
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on  each  floor.  There  are  sixteen  exits  distributed  throughout  the 
building  and  five  staircases ;  also  fire  escapes  on  west  and  north 
walls. 

The  building  is  heated  by  hot  water,  lighted  by  gas  and  furnished 
with  steam  elevator  from  ground  to  upper  floor.  The  octagonal 
Water  Tower ,  on  west,  has  four  bath  rooms  and  five  water  closets  on 
each  floor  (see  floor  plan),  ventilated  above  the  roof  and  opening  on 
octagonal  faces  to  outside  air.  All  plumbing  is  in  this  water  tower, 
and  of  the  latest  approved  kind.  No  sewers  are  under  the  house. 
The  entire  ground  surface  occupied  by  the  building  is  covered  (to 
prevent  earth-gas  and  mould)  with  one  foot  cement  and  concrete. 
The  stone  walls  are  furred  and  plastered,  with  two-inch  air  space.  The 
sanitary  conditions  are  the  best. 

The  Class  and  Music  rooms  are  distributed  on  each  floor.  The 
floors,  walls,  partitions  and  doors  of  these  rooms  are  deadened  with 
mineral  wool. 

The  students’  living  rooms  are  en  suite — a  study  and  bedroom,  with 
two  closets,  single  beds  (double  if  desired).  A  few  rooms  have  study 
and  bedroom  combined.  There  are  a  few  rooms  for  one  student  for 
which  special  arrangement  is  made  with  Principal. 

The  building  is  three  stories  above  ground  floor,  extending  on  the 
east  front,  300  by  49  feet,  with  a  wing  at  north  and  south,  extending 
west  So  by  45  feet. 

The  ground  floor  of  Main  Building  and  South  Wing  is  occupied 
by  Laboratories  for  Chemistry,  Philosophy,  Biology,  Cabinet  for 
Geology,  Mineralogy  and  Archaeology,  Gymnasium,  Playroom,  Bowl¬ 
ing  Alley,  Elevator  Engine,  Workshop  and  Hot-water  Furnaces. 

First  Floor — Public  Parlors,  Principal’s  suite,  Matron’s  suite,  Public 
and  Private  Libraries,  Periodical  Room,  Infirmary,  Large  Studio  with 
Annex,  Senior  Class  suites,  Senior  Assembly  Parlor  and  Toilet  Rooms.

Second  and  Third  Floors — Students’  suites,  Class  and  Music 
Rooms,  Students’  Assembly  Parlor  and  Toilet  Rooms. 

The  North  Wing  contains  the  Kitchen,  Bake  Rooms,  Laundry, 
etc.,  and  is  fire  proof. 

The  Eleanor  Irwin  Reid  Memorial ,  a  beautiful  octagonal  stone 
chapel,  given  by  Wm.  H.  Reid,  of  Chicago,  in  memory  of  his  wife, 
stands  on  the  northeast,  projecting  from  the  main  building  thirty  feet, 
but  connected  by  a  wide  corridor.  The  audience  room  is  70  by  48 
feet.  The  walls  are  pressed  brick  and  oak,  the  roof  is  open  timber. 
It  is  beautifully  adorned  with  art-glass  windows,  carved  stone  corbels 
and  window  caps,  seated  with  upholstered  iron  frame  opera  chairs  and 
furnished  with  a  Hook  &  Hastings  (Boston)  pipe  organ. 

Immediately  under  this  audience  room  is  the  spacious  and  elegant 
dining  room. 

The  Campus  proper  comprises  forty  acres — with  fine  groves,  walks, 
play-grounds,  forest  park  and  pond. 

The  Library  is  a  beautiful  room  finished  and  furnished  in  quarter 
oak  as  a  memorial  by  the  friends  of  Rev.  Truman  A.  Post,  D.  D. 

The  Museum  of  Natural  History  contains  10,000  specimens,  in¬ 
tended  for  actual  handling  and  study  by  the  students,  as  follows : 

1.  A  representative  collection  of  the  Minerals  of  the  United  States . 

2.  A  representative  collection  of  the  Fossils  of  the  United  States. 

3.  A  fine  Archaeological  collection  (already  famous  with  students) 
of  several  thousand  relics  of  the  stone  age,  from  the  Ohio  and  Illinois 
mounds. 

4.  A  good  collection  of  Reptiles,  Fishes,  and  Mounted  Birds. 

5.  A  large  collection  of  Water  and  Land  Shells. 

6.  A  collection  of  Ancient  Pottery  from  South  America  and  Mexico. 

7.  A  collection  of  old  Idols. 


DINING  ROOM, 
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The  following  address  was  given  June  ioth,  18S9,  at  the  laying  of 
the  Corner-Stone  of  the  New  Monticello,  by  Hon.  S.  V.  White , 
of  Brooklyn : 

By  the  tire-stained  ruins  of  the  old  Seminary  we  are  assembled  to 
lay  the  Corner-Stone  of  the  new.  Some  have  said  we  were  to-day 
to  lay  the  Corner-Stone  of  the  New  Monticello.  But  is  not  this 
a  careless  use  of  words?  The  pressure  of  things  present  is  upon  us; 
the  influence  of  our  immediate  environments  impels  us  ;  the  gravity 
of  the  duty  imposed  upon  us  engrosses  us  ;  and  so  the  edifice  which 
we  are  preparing  to  rear  may,  for  the  time,  overshadow  the  benefac¬ 
tions  which  that  edifice  is  built  to  promote. 

When  history,  that  impartial  witness  of  all  times,  looking  back 
down  the  vista  of  the  long  past,  from  the  centennial — the  bi-centen¬ 
nial,  the  millennial — of  Monticello,  shall  recall  the  events  of  to-day, 
she  will  not  mention  the  old  Monticello  or  the  new  ;  she  will  not  name 
this  tablet  as  a  Corner-Stone  of  Monticello  ;  but  rather  she  will  have 
recorded  that,  in  the  march  of  Monticello  from  the  wilderness  toward 
the  Promised  Land,  she  halted  at  her  fifty-first  milestone,  and  recorded 
in  the  enduring  marble,  that,  undismayed  by  disaster  and  undaunted 
by  calamity,  she  pressed  on  with  renewed  zeal  in  the  great  work 
whereunto  she  had  been  called. 

History  will  never  know  an  old  Monticello,  or  a  new ;  but  Monti¬ 
cello — inwrought  with  the  very  fibre  of  this  great  commonwealth — 
has  made,  and  will  make  its  impress  on  every  page  of  American 
history,  from  its  first  commencement  day  to  the  last  syllable  of  recorded 
time. 

And  does  any  man  say  this  is  an  attempted  figure  of  speech,  and  at 
best  is  but  a  “glittering  generality?”  Nay!  nay!  not  so!  I  do  not 
know  that  there  was  any  formal  laying  of  a  Corner-Stone  with  pomp 
and  ceremony,  when  the  honored  Godfrey  commenced  to  rear  this 
monument  of  his  philanthropy,  more  lasting  than  enduring  bronze. 

Very  like  in  those  stern  practical  times  in  which  he  wrought,  the 
work  was  begun  under  a  profound  sense  of  the  importance  of  the 
undertaking,  with  no  more  formal  ceremony  than  the  opening  of  a 
new  account  upon  the  ledger,  and  the  careful  preparation  of  a  pay-roll. 

But  this  I  know,  that  the  Corner-Stone  of  Monticello — the  perennial 
Monticello — neither  the  old  nor  the  new,  but  the  enduring  Monticello, 
has  been  laid  and  relaid,  far  and  wide,  at  home  and  abroad,  in  every 
household  and  within  every  home  into  which  her  pupils  have  been 
called  to  enter. 
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If  I  am  met  with  the  statement  that  the  same  thing  can  be  said  of 
every  seminary  and  college,  while  I  acknowledge  it,  and  rejoice  that 
it  is  true  according  to  the  measure  and  usefulness  of  each,  yet  I  may 
be  pardoned  for  dwelling  a  little  upon  the  times  and  the  surroundings 
of  the  early  days  of  Monticello,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
Monticello  is  facile  'princess  in  female  education  in  the  Mississippi 
Valley,  and  therefore  easily,  also,  the  chief \  in  the  formation  and 
spread  of  cultivated  Christian  womanhood,  in  its  homes  and  by  its 
firesides. 

And  in  addressing  myself  to  the  discussion  of  the  educational  situa¬ 
tion  in  Illinois  and  the  West,  I  fear  I  may  not  be  able  to  divest  myself 
wholly  of  a  personality,  associated  with  times  and  events  of  fifty  years 
ago,  which  are  present  with  me  with  the  distinctness  of  yesterday  or 
of  to-dav. 

~  • 

Mr.  President  and  friends,  I  am  deeply  conscious  of  the  great  honor 
of  being  called  to  speak  to  you  on  this  memorial  day  and  this  memor¬ 
able  occasion.  But  I  am  also  conscious  that  it  is  not  so  much  any 
superior  fitness  which  has  called  me  from  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic 
to  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  to  deliver  this  address,  as  it  is  the 
vicinage  of  my  early  home,  and  my  intimate  associations  with  the 
then  young  Monticello. 

I  suppose  that  in  every  life  there  are  headlands  of  thought,  of 
sentiment  or  of  emotion,  standing  out  like  bold  promontories  in  the 
ocean,  to  which,  through  aftertimes  the  memory  reverts.  I  know  that 
there  are  such  in  mine.  I  will  instance  two,  and  introduce  the  one  by 
the  other.  I  remember  well — indeed,  I  can  never  forget — the  first 
time  when  my  sense  of  awe  was  complete,  and  my  imagination  was 
filled  with  a  sense  of  grandeur  which  I  could  not  then  and  cannot  now 
express.  It  was  my  first  view  of  the  Mississippi.  We  had  made  our 
way — my  father  and  I — down  a  pathway  and  through  a  narrow  gorge 
in  the  bluffs  not  a  score  of  miles  from  where  we  stand.  Suddenly  we 
emerged  upon  the  river,  which  was  more  than  bank  full,  and  spread 
its  waters  far  out  over  the  lowlands  of  the  opposite  shore. 

The  eddying  current  surged,  and  swirled,  and  swept  onward  to  the 
southern  gulf,  and  surging  waters  from  above  filled  the  places,  of  the 
waters  that  had  gone.  “When  will  it  all  run  by?”  I  asked;  and 
when  the  answer  came,  “Never;  it  springs  from  exhaustless  fountains, 
flows  to  a  sea  that  can  never  be  filled,”  then  for  the  first  time  my 
mind  struggled  to  grasp  what  was  to  me  the  Infinite,  and  I  can  never 
forget  the  sublime  grandeur  of  the  thoughts  that  more  than  filled  my 
being.  Since  then  I  have  gazed  on  the  Atlantic  in  storm  and  the 
Pacific  in  repose ;  but  never  have  I  been  filled  with  profounder 
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emotions  of  the  majesty  of  Nature  than  when  a  child  I  gazed  on  the 
swollen  Father  of  Waters. 

I  have  introduced  this  incident  to  set  it  beside  another  in  which  the 
old  Seminary  building  had  its  setting  in  a  picture  which  has  dwelt 
and  will  dwell  throughout  my  life. 

It  was  in  the  autumn  of  1S37.  Illinois  was  then  a  commonwealth 
of  cabins.  I  was  six  years  old.  I  hailed  from  a  log  cabin  in  the 
county  on  the  west  (then  Greene  County,  now  Jersey),  and  was 
bound  for  a  log  cabin  in  Clinton  County  on  the  east.  A  rumor  of 
an  immense  school  house ,  which  had  then  about  reached  its  com¬ 
pletion,  had  reached  my  parents,  who  chaperoned  me  on  that 
occasion,  and  we  made  a  detour  of  two  miles  to  see  the  immense 
structure. 

Candor  will  compel  all  of  us  to  admit  that,  architecturally,  the  old 
Seminary  building  was  not  ornate.  There  was  neither  light  facade, 
nor  heavy  bastion:  there  was  neither  Corinthian  nor  Doric  column; 
but,  as  compared  with  the  cabins  from  which  I  came  and  by  which  I 
passed,  and  to  which  I  went,  the  Temple  of  Diana  at  Ephesus  could 
not  have  seemed  grander  or  more  beautiful,  and  the  immensity  of  the 
structure  to  me  was  almost  as  great  as  the  immensity  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi. 

Since  then  I  have  stood  before  the  shapely  Capitol  which  overlooks 
the  Potomac;  I  have  ascended  the  graceful  Cenotaph,  which  rises 
higher  than  the  Pyramids,  in  honor  of  the  father  of  his  country ;  I 
have  seen  all  the  great  buildings  in  all  the  great  cities  of  America ; 
but  no  building  has  ever  so  impressed  me  as  did  that  new  school  house , 
so  conspicuous  in  comparison  with .  the  humble  architecture  of  this 
State  at  that  time. 

But  I  should  not  have  reverted  to  this  incident,  however  fondly  I 
may  delight  to  dwell  on  incidents  of  that  time  and  of  this  place,  had 
it  not  been  a  pen  picture  of  ‘the  time  whereby  the  influence  of 
Monticello  might  be  the  better  understood. 

Let  me  not  underrate  the  worth  of  the  dwellers  in  the  humble 
homes  of  Illinois  at  the  time  Monticello  Seminary  was  built ;  when 
her  residents  were  for  the  most  part  in  the  woodlands  which  marked 
her  water  courses ;  when  her  prairies  were  illimitable  meadows, 
glowing  in  the  rich  colors  of  her  wild  flowers,  and  waving  in  grasses 
so  tall  that  rider  and  horse  were  hidden  as  though  they  had  been 
submerged  upon  their  entrance ;  when  her  metropolis,  which  now 
numbers  probably  three-quarters  of  a  million,  was  unincorporated 
and  had  less  than  four  thousand  inhabitants. 
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It  was  from  those  homes  in  this  commonwealth  of  cabins  that 
Douglas  was  called  to  thrill  the  Senate;  that  Hardin,  and  Bissell,  and 
Shields,  and  Baker  were  called  to  glory  or  to  death  in  the  defense  of 
their  country ;  and  it  was  from  her  humblest  cabin  that  Illinois  gave 
to  the  world  and  to  history  a  name  which  is  above  every  other  name 
of  his  time — the  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

All  honor,  then,  to  the  honest,  virtuous,  contented,  Christian  cabin- 
dwellers  of  Illinois  in  1837. 

Among  an  enterprising  people,  in  a  fertile  country,  the  cabin  is  a 
means,  but  not  the  end,  of  achievement.  With  industry  there  was 
certain  to  come  wealth  to  a  people  who  wrought  on  such  soil  as  the 
soil  of  Illinois.  With  wealth  in  a  community  there  must  be  educa¬ 
tion  and  refinement,  or  the  wealth  will  but  add  to  the  dissoluteness  of 
ignorance. 

At  that  time  there  was  no  free  public  school  system  in  the  State. 

Holyoke  (but  one  year  older  than  Monticello)  and  a  few  kindred 
institutions  seemed  (and  were,  if  measured  by  the  time  required  to 
reach  them)  further  off  than  Paris  or  St.  Petersburg  are  now. 

Who ,  then ,  shall  be  able  to  estimate  what  Monticello ,  the  pioneer , 
did  for  Illinois  and  this  entire  West  in  its  early  work?  Each  pupil 
became  an  evangelist,  carrying  a  stimulated  intelligence,  a  quickened 
imagination,  an  aroused  conscience,  into  the  homes  where  they 
dwelt;  into  the  cabins  where  they  taught;  and  into  the  society  of 
which  they  became  a  part,  as  they  severally  went  out  from  these  halls. 

Thank  God,  there  are  now  apostles  of  knowledge,  and  temples  of 
learning  in  every  city  and  well  nigh  every  village  of  Illinois  in  which 
the  higher  education  of  women  may  be  achieved,  but  in  1837  to  1847 
the  voice  of  Monticello  was  “the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness : 
Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord.” 

I  was  not  more  susceptible  than  my  other  childish  fellows,  and  my 
sex  was  not  as  susceptible  as  was  the  other,  and  there  zvere  thousands 
in  that  early  day  to  whom  the  building  alone  was  an  incentive  to 
higher  aims  and  aspirations,  and  to  whom  Monticello  spoke  in  words 
not  then  perhaps  fully  comprehended,  saying, 

“Build  thee  more  stately  mansions;  O  my  Soul! 

As  the  swift  seasons  roll.” 

And  is  it  then  a  mere  figure  of  speech  to  declare  that  a  fresh 
Corner-Stone  of  Monticello,  the  representative  of  learning  and  refine¬ 
ment,  has  been  laid  by  every  pupil  who  has  gone  forth  and  assumed 
the  arduous  duties  of  life,  and  that  the  daughters  of  Monticello,  who 
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have  become  the  mothers  of  the  land,  have  inwrought  its  influence 
and  teachings  into  the  very  texture  and  fabric  of  life,  in  Church  and 
in  State,  and  that  its  influence ,  already  exerted,  will  mould  and  shape 
society  down  through  the  annals  of  coming  time,  so  long  as  the  current 
of  life  pulsates  in  the  veins  of  their  posterity. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  in  this  country,  from  time  to  time, 
as  to  the  proper  sphere  of  woman  in  public  affairs,  and  when  she 
governs — as  govern  she  will — how  far  she  should  have  the  notoriety 
of  her  influence.  In  that  discussion  I  have  nothing  to  say  here.  But 
this  I  say,  that  the  voice  of  Monticello  has  been  heard,  and  her 
influence  has  been  felt  at  the  bar  and  in  the  pulpit,  on  the  bench  and 
in  the  Senate  ;  rendering  degrees  and  rejecting  treaties,  and  never  has 
that  voice  been  lifted  against  honor  or  against  equity. 

I  had  thought  of  speaking  of  the  grand  and  good  women  who  were 
called  to  the  grand  and  noble  work  of  Monticello  in  that  early  day, 
whose  individualities  are  so  closely  allied  to  the  ends  achieved,  and 
the  good  accomplished  here. 

To  the  pupils  and  friends  of  the  institution  forty  years  ago,  to 
mention  Monticello,  was  to  name  Philena  Fobes.  In  those  days 
people  liked  to  associate  work  with  the  workers,  and  Miss  Lyon’s 
school  was  better  known  than  Holyoke  and  Miss  Fobes’  school  than 
Monticello. 

I  should  like  to  recall  the  names  of  Cone  and  Lyon,  and  Eaton, 
and  Long  and  Hoyt  and  others  whom  I  knew,  but  I  am  so  mindful 
of  the  many  years  which  have  intervened  in  which  the  personnel 
of  the  Monticello  corps  of  instructors  is  unknown  to  me,  that  I  feel 
that  special  emphasis  upon  the  names  of  the  pioneer  teachers  might 
seem  unjust  to  those  who  succeeded  them. 

And  so  I  content  myself  with  the  statement  that  the  work  so 
grandly  conceived  was  as  ably  executed,  and  that  not  only  was  the 
seed  sown  in  a  fertile  soil,  but  it  had  husbandmen  to  care  for  it  at 
once  skillful  and  faithful. 

How  well  the  work  of  fifty  years  has  been  done  we  did  not  know 
till  the  fire  came  and  laid  the  visible  Monticello  in  miins .  Then  it 
was  that  the  principles  which  Monticello  had  taught,  budded  and 
blossomed  and  bore  fruit,  as  in  a  day,  while  yet  the  embers  smouldered 
over  what  had  seemed  to  be  Monticello. 

Then  it  appeared  that  the  munificence  of  Godfrey,  and  the  zeal 
and  fidelity  of  Fobes  still  lived  in  others  who  had  come  after  them. 
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We  firmly  fix  to-day  the  Corner-Stone  of  the  new  temple  of  learning 
which  shall  again  give  physical  expression  to  the  spirit  of  Monticello 
Seminary.  Above  it,  in  more  graceful  lines  and  more  attractive 
architecture,  the  new  home  shall  support  the  old. 

With  the  march  of  thought,  with  the  advances  of  science,  and  with 
the  increased  responsibility  upon  the  student  and  educated  men  and 
women,  Monticello  will  take  up  anew  the  duties  of  education. 

Her  young  women  have  had  an  object  lesson  to  nerve  them  for  the 
duties  of  coming  life.  Happy  they  who  rushed  from  the  burning 
building  into  the  wintry  night  and  saw  worldly  effects  “vanish  into 
thin  air,”  if  thereby  they  learned  the  lesson  of  renewed  zeal  and 
renewed  labor  to  overcome  the  calamities  which  must  surely  befall  us 
in*  life. 

Happy  they  who  have  seen  the  unceasing  labor  and  the  untiring 
energy;  the  fertility  of  resource,  and  the  facility  of  suggestions  of  the 
Jiving  Haskell,  that  the  benefaction  of  the  depai'ted  Godfrey 
might  go  on  in  its  work  for  woman  and  for  humanity. 

And  as  they  behold  the  more  stately  and  more  graceful  temple  take 
the  place  of  the  old,  may  the  lesson  come  to  each — 

“Leave  thy  low-vaulted  past! 

Let  each  new  temple,  nobler  than  the  last, 

Shut  thee  from  heaven,  with  a  dome' more  vast, 

Till  thou  at  length  art  free, 

Leaving  thine  outgrown  shell  by  life’s  unresting  sea!”

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REMARKS. 


Each  Student  must  take  two  languages  for  graduation,  Latin  and 
one  modern  (which  is  advised),  or  two  modern.  Latin  course  com¬ 
mences  with  Intermediate  Class  and  becomes  optional  in  Senior  Class. 
This  course  gives  the  knowledge  of  the  Latin  language  and  literature, 
as  is  everywhere  considered  an  essential  requirement  in  a  liberal 
education.  The  Modern  Languages,  with  Conversations  and  Read- 
ings  in  Senior  Class,  will  be  weekly,  if  student  is  prepared  for 
advanced  work,  otherwise  semi-weekly. 

Greek  is  optional,  but  an  instructor  is  furnished.  Equivalents  in 
Mathematics  and  Languages  are  received. 

Both  French  and  German  are  taught  by  native  teachers,  according 
to  the  Natural  Method  of  the  Sauveur  School  of  Modern  Languages. 
German  and  French  language  used  in  class  by  teacher  and  student. 
These  languages  are  not  extras. 

When  Piano,  Organ,  Singing  or  Art  Lessons  are  taken,  more  time 
must  be  allowed  for  the  literary  course. 

The  Philosophy  of  the  Delsarte  System  of  Expression  is  taught, 
both  theoretically  and  practically,  in  classes  throughout  the  course. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  production  and  management  of  the 
speaking  voice,  and  to  the  use  of  all  the  organs  of  articulation. 
Intelligence  in  reading,  simplicity,  clearness  of  utterance  and  a  natural 
manner  are  cultivated. 

As  many  students  do  not  wish  to  take  the  full  course  of  study  for 
graduation,  but  desire  to  pursue  certain  lines  of  work,  either  giving 
prominence  to  Language  or  Art,  or  Music,  in  connection  with  the 
required  studies,  such  elective  course  may  be  arranged  in  conference 
with  Principal. 

Daughters  of  Clergymen  and  students  depending  upon  themselves 
receive  aid  by  scholarships. 
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General  Information. 


The  institution  aims  to  give  the  highest  Christian  education  ;  and 
care  is  taken  to  render  the  home  life  of  the  students  not  only  attractive, 
but  efficient  in  the  cultivation  of  those  graces  of  character  which  mark 
the  refined  woman. 

Religious  service  is  held  in  the  Memorial  Chapel.  Daily  prayer 
is  held  Morning  and  Evening,  Bible  study  each  week,  under  direction 
of  teacher. 

Students  are  required  to  exercise  in  open  air  a  given  period  each 
day,  and  the  Gymnasium  and  Playroom  afford  ample  opportunity  for 
physical  culture.  The  Campus  is  large  (40  acres)  and  affords  delight¬ 
ful  space  for  walks,  games  of  tennis,  croquet,  etc. 

The  Library  and  Periodical  rooms  are  open  for  quiet  reading,  study, 
or  reference. 

Excellent  facilities  are  provided  for  study  of  Music ;  the  pianos 
and  organ  are  new;  systematic  and  critical  instruction  is  given  in 
private  lessons,  and  the  history  and  theory,  with  harmony  carefully 
studied. 

In  Art,  the  instruction  is  practical  and  theoretical.  It  includes  ele¬ 
mentary  drawing,  work  from  the  flat  and  round,  in  charcoal  and 
crayon ;  portrait  work  in  crayon  or  pastels ;  painting  in  oils,  water- 
colors  and  pastels,  from  still-life  and  from  life;  china  painting  in 
Royal  Worcester,  etc.  The  studio  is  well  lighted  and  equipped  with 
casts,  models  and  decorative  studies. 
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Lectures  are  given  during  the  year  on  Art,  History,  Literature  and 
Science  ;  also  Concerts  by  eminent  Artists. 

Training  in  Elocution  will  be  given  to  all  students  in  class. 

Parents  are  requested  to  furnish  Principal  with  approved  list  of 
correspondents.  Let  the  list  be  short,  and  urge  adherence  thereto  on 
part  of  daughter. 

Family  friends  may  be  received  on  Saturday.  No  visiting  desired 
on  Sunday. 

Applicants  must  give  testimonials  of  good  character. 

Students  take  the  entire  care  of  their  own  rooms  and  are  required 
to  be  neat  and  orderly.

EXPENSES. 

Charges  for  Board  and  Tuition  in  the  various  departments,  for  the 
year,  are  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  the  instruction ,  service  and  ac¬ 
commodations  given.  The  Institution  is  not  conducted  in  the  interest 
of  any  individual  or  company.  It  is  held  “in  trust,”  and  all  income 
is  used  for  the  benefit  of  students. 

Board ,  with  furnished  rooms,  light,  heat,  washing,  one  dozen  plain 
garments  (not  including  dresses,  ruffled  skirts  or  starched  articles)  :

not  considered  a  school  bill .  Such  expenses  are  in  the  control  of  stu¬ 
dents. 

A  cash  deposit  of  $20  should  be  made  for  personal  supplies. 


OUTFIT. 

Each  student  must  furnish  her  own  napkins  dozen)  and  ring, 
towels  (1  dozen)  and  toilet  soap,  two  pairs  of  sheets  and  pillow-cases 
{1%  yards  in  length,  %  in  width),  coverlet  and  blankets,  so  that  two 
room-mates  may  together  furnish  all  needed  bed-clothing.  Also 
plated  fork  and  tea-spoon,  distinctly  marked  with  family  name  (not 
with  initials). 

Students  are  requested  not  to  bring  jewelry  or  expensive  apparel. 
The  wardrobe  should  be  suitable  for  school.  Parents  are  requested 
not  to  furnish  their  daughters  with  unnecessary  spending  money. 

Dressmaking  must  be  attended  to  at  home. 

Dentistry  must  be  attended  to  before  leaving  for  school. 

It  is  desired  that  these  requests  be  regarded. 

It  is  expected  that,  except  for  extraordinary  reasons,  no  pupil  will 
go  home  except  at  Christmas  and  Easter  recess.  Any  absence  from 
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the  school  disturbs  its  work,  and  is  a  serious  detriment  to  the  student 
as  well.  Parents  are  therefore  earnestly  requested  to  co-operate  with 
the  school  in  preventing  it. 

As  religious  service  is  held  in  Memorial  Chapel,  the  students 
do  not  wear  hats,  wrappings  or  gloves  (not  going  out  of  doors),  lienee 
such  outfit  is  not  needed. 

All  articles  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's 
full  name  (not  with  initials).  Garments  should  be  plain  and  without 
elaborate  trimmings.  Each  student  should  bring  Bible  and  Dic¬ 
tionary.  The  two  students  furnish  rugs  for  their  rooms  if  desired. 
The  floors  are  hard  pine. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Rooms  can  be  engaged  only  by  the  payment  of  Twenty  Dollars  for  ' 
each  young  lady,  which  will  be  deducted  from  the  first  advance  pay¬ 
ment,  but  will  be  forfeited  in  case  of  non-attendance. 

It  is  understood  that  each  student  enters  for  the  school  year ,  and  is 
financially  responsible  for  the  place  taken  for  that  time,  unless  removed 
for  protracted  sickness,  in  which  case  the  loss  is  divided. 

We  have  no  arbitrary  limitation  in  respect  to  age  or  degree  of 
advancement.  Our  Preparatory  Department  is  designed  to  qualify  all 
who  need  it  for  the  regular  course.  As  a  general  rule  students  under 
the  age  required  for  the  different  classes  are  not  desired,  but  excep¬ 
tions  are  made  in  special  cases.
